Mr. Baker was 
one of the conference held at Ottawa 
regarding the campaign, and gave his 
audience a confidential inside picture 
of the things behind thescreen. His 
sympathetic appeal to the patriotic 
sentiment was intensely impressive. 
The farmer who sits back and looks 
on in blank indifference for hearing 
such an address is hopeless either a.- 
a patriot or as a man on the qui vive 
for a golden opportunity. 

Boiled down to the range of a few 
points, Mr. Baker after paying due 
respedt to the U.F.A. protest against 
profiteering and advocacy of equable 
dealing with the economic problems 
that effect the farmers, said that in 
the last analysis it was a question of 
bacon as a win-the-wkr measure. 
We of Alberta, especially southern Al¬ 
berta, can raise the-Wiltshire side as 
other friendly country can at this 
time. 

We in Vulcan,as wheat centre, must 
raise to the uttermost wheat, but 
that does not preclude its greatly jn- 
creased hog production to take,up the 
waste products of field and house. 
We all could handle one or two pigs. 
But if one were to consider the mat¬ 
ter as a business proposition, it was 
profitable. Mr. Baker here quoted 
from his own and others’ experience. 
He especially urged attention to the 
raising of our own pork so as to re¬ 
lease the unusually heavy importat¬ 
ions into wheat countries. - 

After dealing with the relation of 
the packing industry to the campaign 
he went on to assure the hog producer 
that he could surely have a market 
and that a profitable one, but not with 
a guarantee of price. The price 
could not be fixed except undej- very 
grave difficulties, and he was satis¬ 
fied that the price fixing was by no 
means the advantage that visionaries 
and shortsighted persohs dreamed of. 
There is a limit of profit which the 
packer is permitting to take. There 
is an insatiable market for the pro¬ 
ducer as long as the war lasts. Add 
to all this the patriotic appeal and 
there should be no hesitancy to try¬ 
out a sow or two during the coming 
months. 

Mr. Carswell, of Ponoka, was the

New Process Said to Be Completed to 
Use Prairie Flax Straw Form¬ 
erly Burned. 


NEW ALBERTA SEN- 


Th Flax Fiber Development Asso¬ 
ciation of Regina, Sask., announces 
that it has discovered a process for 
manufacturing flax straw ipto binder 
twine, commercial twine and yams' 
for weaving into heavy sacking and 
toweling. Heretofore, the flax straw 
of the three western provinces, 
amounting to over 1.000,000 tons an¬ 
nually, has been burned after thresh¬ 
ing. » ' ’ 

It is said that experiments carried 
out this autumn with the new binder 
twine showed that it bound 99 per 
cent of the sheaves perfectly, a bettei 
result than was obtained with sisal 
twine. A co-operative - company is 
being formed to manufacture the new 
twine.

Thirty-three thousand, hine hun¬ 
dred and thirty-eight cases have been 
heard by the Qubec local exemption 
board in connection with the Military 
Service Act. Thirty thousand ex¬ 
emptions have been granted, 2,811 of 
which were only temporary; 744 ex¬ 
emptions wqre refused. The military 
authorities have appealed in 10,718 
cases so far, and 294 enlisted men 
have appealed from the decision of

The 
Commission reported that, to bring 
production back to normal, it would 
be necessary to pay at least the 
equivalent value of 13.3 bushels of 
corn for 100 lbs. of average hog, and 
recommended that a minimum emer¬ 
gency price of $16 per cwt. at the 
Chicago market be established imme¬ 
diately.

could not be carried out, the ground 
of objection being found in the con¬ 
stitution of the Society which will not 
allow of funds being raised except as 
at present. 

-No doubt when the constitution was 
framed this was thought to be ade¬ 
quate means for the raising of funds, 
but a world war rather negatives that 
assumption. Circumstances today 
are such as to lead to the merging of 
the* individual into the national, and 
if we will take thought it is not dif¬ 
ficult to see where this has been 
brought about. This being so, there 
appears no valid reason why such a 
necessary work as the Red Cross 
should not be brought into lhM and 
removed from the sphere of individu¬ 
al into that of provincial, or even nat¬ 
ional effort. Constitutions, nat¬ 
ional and otherwise, are giving 'way 
these days and there is no reason why 
that of the Red Cross Society should 
not follow suit if it means a more 
efficient method of administration. 


The U. F. A. local held another 
meeting oh Saturday, the speaker 
being Mr. Baker, first vice-president 
of the organization, and by his speech 
he brought home to his audience 
the more personal side of production 
in relatidh to the war. It is one 
thing to say that production and con¬ 
servation are heeded, but it is entire¬

Expressing entire sympathy with 
the object* of the Social Service 
League In Its work ot law enforce¬ 
ment, child welfare, sex hygiene, ven¬ 
ereal diseases, and prohibition. 

Thanking the executive of the Wo¬ 
men’s section ot the U.F.A. tor thalr 
efforts In the past, assuring them of 
co-operalion In the future, and re¬ 
commending to the incoming board 
that assistance be given to the U.F. 
W A. In the provision of a paid orga¬ 
niser, or In any other way that may 
he decided upon between the respec¬ 
tive executives. i. 

An Interesting plea to the delegatee 
to ship seed oats to government ele¬ 
vators was made by James MoCowan, 
of the Dominion government seed 
grain purchasing commission. Mr. 
McCowan said that on account of the 
unfavorable weather, there had been 
a gfeat shortage In seed oats, and 
practically none were coming in to 
the government elevators. 

'Mr. McCowe# Mild: "I have re¬ 
cently been on a tour of the northern 
portions ot Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan end find that already 80 to to 
per cent, of the seed Is out of the 
farmers’ hahds. I have nothing to 
say against private buyers, hut they 
have been getting the seed oats from 
the farmers while the government is 
paying a premium of 8 cents a bush¬ 
el more for seed oats at Edmonton, 
Regina and Calgary. If you' consign 
your seed oats to the government 
elevators we will pay you that pre¬ 
mium for your oats that grade as 
seed, and if they grade aa feed oats 
wa will pay you the market price.” 

iMr. McOowen wanted to know if It 
would not pay them to Mil the oats 
and buy feed. A delegate p»ld (t 
would not. Mr. MdCowan replied that 
he would have to leave the ques¬ 
tion with each individual. 

Another delegate wanted to know 
if the government was making any 
provision to supply farmers In the 
dry belt around Medicine Hat with 
seed wheat on time. Mr. McCowan 
said he did not know what the ar¬ 
rangements were here, he believed 
that the province of Saskatchewan 
had a special law arranging for the 
supplying of the seed wheat on time, 
but he did not believe there was any 
such law in effect hero. 

The lata speaker of the morning 
session wga a visiting delegate from 
Saskatchewan, H. W. Hawks, vice- 
president of the Saskatchewan Crain 
Growers, who was received with 
great enthusiasm when he told of 
the progress of that association in 
the sister province. He spoke briefly 
of the Farm Loan Act, and' said 
while It glad been suspended to some 
extent on iccouat of the war, already 
the board had applications for more 
than 86,000,000, and the effect In the 
bankers had been such that farmers 
were getting renewals on better terms 
than eiver before. The bankers were 
coming to time, he said. 

He aroused much laughter when 
he aald: 

I don’t want to say much about 
hogs, because hogs started this war, 
and hogs to a certain extent are go¬ 
ing to finish it. I don’t mind raising 
hogs for 10 cents a pound If the con¬ 
sumer gets the benefit, but I want to 
know that the consumers are going 
to get It. Borne people think the 
farmers are getting to be millionaires 
when others are getting the profit.” 

Mr. Hawks, however, urged that 
the farmers raise all the hogs they 
can under the circumstances, "and 
never mind about the price.” 

In cloalng he aroused applause by 
atatlng that he had worked hard for 
the Union government, that the 
farmers were always talking co-op¬ 
eration, but when they got the poli¬ 
ticians to co-operate they had ac. 
compllshed something. The east had 
its ear to the ground Uatening for 
western sentiment now, and It the 
Union government did not live up to 
Its manifesto the farmers must be 
prepared to show the government 
that It will have to do so. 

Greetings from Saskatchewan 
At the morning session a very 
stirring address was given In the way 
of fraternal greetings by H. W. 
Hawkes, of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ Association. For seventeen 
years he had been on the firing line 
in grain growers’ organisation work. 

"We know today that the enemy Is 
beginning to realize that there Is 
something in grain growers’ meet¬ 
ings,” said Mr. Hawkes, amidst ap¬ 
plause. He recalled the changed at¬ 
titude during the past twelve years. 
He waa a member of a delegation 
that visited Ottawa not so many 
years ago, and Sir Sam Hughes re¬ 
ferred to the delegation as “black¬ 
smith shop farmers, who did their 
farming by confabbing by a black¬ 
smith’s forge while their wives clean¬ 
ed out the stable# in high-topped kid 
boots.” He homesteaded In Saskat¬ 
chewan 30 years ago. had been 
through all thFrigors ot pioneer life, 
and was proud to say that he still 
lived on the old farm that he broke 
30 years before. 

Me told ot the great growth of 
farmers’ organizations In Saskatche¬ 
wan. There were 30,000 membera last 
year and a large Increase this year. 

Speaking ot the duty of the farm 
ere to rMse hogs this year for the 
sake of the allied cause, Mr. Hawkes 
said: ”1 don’t mind, as a farmer, 
raising pork and selling It at ten 
cents per pound If I know the con¬ 
sumer is getting a fair price. But 
when I go Into a store and try to 
buy bacon, and know by the whole¬ 
sale list price that the dealer Is mak¬ 
ing 17 cent# per pound for the bothes 
of handing It out to me over the 
counter, then I think there la tlma 
for eome action to be taken.” 

He concluded by saying that the 
east had its ear to the ground, list¬ 
ening to the echoes ot the farmers of 
the west. 

James McCowan, ot the seed grain 
branch ot the department ot agrlcul- 


T-—- - -*-- 

tore, made a plea to the delegates of 
<| the convention for seed oata. He Mid 
that there wae a serious shortage of 
seed oats throughout western Cana¬ 
da. , He could not understand why 
they had not been coming In, aa the 
Dominion government had been of¬ 
fering a premium of eight cents per 
bushel tor good seed oats. He found, 
when he made a trip through the 
country, that betweeflg$0 and 90 per 
cent, of the seed oata had been sold 
by the farmers to' private dealers, 
who had paid only two cents per 
bushel premium. He was questioned 
from the floor of.Uie assembly by a 
number of delegate s,—w lu> < um plaln 
ed that they certainly did not know 
ot the government paying a premium 
for seed oats. 

The Returned Soldiers 
George M. Chlpman, editor of the 
Grain Growers’ Guide, brought fra¬ 
ternal greetings from Manitoba. The 
Manitoba Grain Growers’ convention 
was bold two weeks ago and he re¬ 
ported that they were "still strong in 
the faith and extended fraternal 
greetings.” He spoke of a number of 
the important questions of the day, 
especially the land settlement prob¬ 
lem. He referred to the promise of 
the government to send the Boldlers 
out on to the land and give them 
all 82,500 with which to start busi¬ 
ness. But there wae no suggestion 
that they would be given any other 
land than homesteads. "Haven't they 
been through enough already without 
being sent out on to a homestead?" 
he asked. He had been told there was 
enough land not In use on one line 
between Edmonton and the Saskat¬ 
chewan border to'provide a farm for 
every Alberta eoldler at the front. 
This land was held by speculators 
and by the railways. 

Mr. Chlpman also spoke strongly 
upon the tact that the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment still controlled the natural 
resources of the provinces in the 
west. “They have been promised 
them and they should have them,” 
he said. The tariff on agricultural 
Implements was also the subject of 
a bitter denunciation by the speaker.

Professor Swanson, Saskatchewan 
University Professor, in addressing 
the U.F.A. delegates at the evening 
session Thursday aald: 

"It would bp a mere platitude if I 
told you that the world will never 
again be as it wae before 1914. But 
how are we going to face the prob¬ 
lems that confront us? It we do not 
fach tham, then wa will be swept off 
of our feet. We cannot overlook the 
fact that the present prosperity Is 
superficial and artificial. The total 
debts of 42 nations of the world are 
over 106,000 million dollars. Every 
month that the war goes on the be- 
ligerent nations are spending 6,000 
million dollars. That all this Is sheer 
madness, the world Is committing 
suicide, our civilization Is threatened 
once again we are facing the Hun 
even as the civilization of Rome fac¬ 
ed the Hun.” _« 

The meeting listened with a great 
deal of attention to the thought¬ 
ful delineation of a subject in which 
everyone Is Interested, "The War 
After the War,” and when he sug¬ 
gested that his time according to the 
clock, was about up there were In¬ 
sistent demands that he go on with 
his lecture. 

"I am glad to see that the organi¬ 
zation Is seriously taking up the sub¬ 
ject of banking and government op¬ 
eration of railroads. The banks and 
railroads do not seem to realize that 
the real workers have to have the 
comforts and means ot livelihood." 

Speaking of the statement that 
women had entered the fields ordin¬ 
arily belonging to men, the learned 
lecturer said: "Women have been in 
the battle of life since the world be¬ 
gan, and they are only now proving, 
onoe again, that they will stand by 
the men.” 

Another problem of the war, after 
the war, would be the danger from 
Japan. It was not wise, perhaps, to 
talk of an ally, but we had to admit 
that Japan had taken advantage of 
this war for her own aggrandizement. 
If a peace were formed that did not 
destroy Prussian militarism, we 
would soon see Germany force an 
autocratic ruler back to the throne 
In Russia, for Russia la practically 
at the mercy of Germany now. Ger¬ 
many, Japan and Russia would then 
represhnt the old system. 

If we are going to continue this 
war latter the war, if we are not go¬ 
ing to put our children, the next 
generation, up against an even worse 
oonfllct then this, let us solve this 
problem once and for all, and let us 
solve It right. 

After tha w#r we are to face con¬ 
ditions such aa we never faced* be¬ 
fore," he maintained. "We shall have 
to revise a good many dogmas, such 
as that ot supply and demand. We 
will have to reylae our whole scheme 
of taxation; we must learn that the 
man willing to work must be paid."" 

How are we going to put men on 
to the land so long as taxation rests 
heavily on the man not able to pay, 
and lets the profiteer off?” he asked. 

We must distinguish between earn¬ 
ed and unearned Income. The C.P.R. 
had a surplus of 849,000,000, accord¬ 
ing to Its last report. Poor old C.P. 
R. And jt must have a 16 per cent, 
freight Increase! 

(Voice from gallery: “Hard luck!”) 

“How blind Is the policy whereby 
the wealth of Canada Is filched- to 
make rich men richer and poor men 
poorer! 

“There is no way under heaven to 
prevent the rolling up of wealth ex¬ 
cept by Imposing taxes at the begin¬ 
ning, so as to prevent the surplus 
ever soiling up.” 

League of Nations 

In conclusion. Professor Swanson 
stated that citizenship was not a mat¬ 
ter of race. The British have point¬ 
ed the way to the development ot 
world state by which many nations 
can come together to form one great 
state, linking up dfvers races under 
one flag. 

“I think they—Britain, France, 
Italy and the United States — will 
found a league of natlone that will 
guarantee to the individual the ra¬ 
tional means of existence, the right 
to existence and the right to live.”

CONTRACTS, FIRST ANO SECOND MORTGAGES BOUGHT 



Synopsis of Canadian Nd^th- 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
commencement of the present war, and 
has since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
hands Agency or Sub-Agency for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in 
eacli of three years. 

In certain districts n homesteader may 
secure an adjoining qunrter-section as 
pre-emption. - Trice $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions, 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if lie cannot eecurew pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house worth 

$ 80 WRlr-x - , 

Holders of entries may connt time of 
employmenj as farm labourers in Canada 
daring 1917; as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advertised 
or posted for entry,returned soldiers who 
have served overseas snd have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
ority in i pplying for entry at local Agents 
Office (lut not Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers n.ar, he presented to Agent.
